If Elected, will be Advised

STRENGTH OF 


IN WEST GREATEST YET. 


GERMANS 


ONDON, Oct. 26, 3:50 p.m-— 
The idea that German effectives 
have been removed from the 
western front for duty elsewhere is 
a mistaken one, said Maj.-Gen. F. 
B. Maurice, chief director of mili- 
tary operations at the War Office, in 
an interview with a representative 
of the Associated Press today: 
“There are more German divisions 
on the western front today than 
ever,” he declared. 

The slowing down of the British 
offensive on the Somme front has 
been entirely due to weather condi- 
tions, Gen. Maurice explained. 
“Despite the minor importance of 
the British operations during the 
past fortnight,”’ said he, “you may 
notice that the German official com- 
munications frequently state that 
heavy attacks have been repulsed. 
Such statements are purely imag-

inary. 
“Our chief operation was the oc- 


cupation of the brow of the ridge ex- 
tending from Lesars to Thiepval, 
which was dominated by the 
Schwaben redoubt. A brigade order 
captured from the Germans states 
that the redoubt must be recaptured 
at any—cost and offers members of 
German regiments fourteen days 
leave for every English prisoner 
brought in. The order explains that 
the holding of this line by the Brit- 
ish enables them to overlook the 
whole German artillery position in 
the valley of the Ancre, exposing the 
same to destruction.” 

Gen. Maurice commented that the 
German statements were probably 
to be explained by the fact known 
to every old soldier that when an 
enemy loses the ascendency he be- 
comes “jumpy” and magnifies every 
minor operation into a determined 
attack. Consequently if there is an 
exchange of artillery fire and this is 
not followed up by a Pritish infantry 
attack the Germans, according to 
Gen. theory, think they 
have repulsed an important move- 
ment,

EDUCATION IN BULGARIA 
MAKES RAPID PROGRESS. 


OLEDO (0.) Oct. 26.—Phe- 
T nomenal progress in education 
has been made in Bulgaria 
since that country’s independence 
in 1878, according to the Rev. 
Holway, missionary to that country, 
in an address before the American 
Roard of Commissioners for Foreign 


Missions here tonight. 

“Bulgaria’s recent past was tragic 
indeed,” said Dr. Holway. “Slan- 
dered before the world, deserted by 
every power in Europe, she was 
wrongly stripped of territory justly 
hers by natural rights. Strong in- 
ternal pressure fro Germany, fear 
of losing her independence to Rus- 
sia or Constant ople, and a justi- 
fiable desire to unite all Bulgarians

The nature of the warnings re- 
ported sent to Gen. Funston and 
Gen. Pershing were not disclosed.

about to be launched. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican Am- 
bassador, Jesignate, when shown 
Secretary Baker's statement, said he 
had heard intimations when he re- 
turned from Mexico two weeks ago 
that a border raid plot by interven- 
tion interests on both sides of the 
border was being worked out. He 
said he had promptly informed Gen. 
Carranza, who telegraphed in reply 
that troop movements to prevent 
such an occurrence had been or- 
dered. 

“I understand,” Mr. Arredondo 
added, “that the border attack was 
planned with the purpose primarily 
of impeding negotiations of the in- 
ternational commissioners, and alse 
presumably to produce some effect 
in the coming Presidential elections 
both in the United States and in 
Mexico. I cannot condemn _ too 
strongly the activity of these com- 
mon enemies of both countries. Now 
that the plans are known I think 
they will react directly against the 
purposes of the plotters.” 

IN THE DARK. 


Mr. Arredondo gave the impres- 
sion that he had had no recent re- 
ports as to the plot. . 

Army officers have been inclined 
to doubt vague reports that the ban- 
dits might attack Pershing’s forces. 
They believe that the Mexican out- 
laws would not willingly chance a 
clash with the troops of the Amer- 
ican expedition. 

The importance of the fact that 
the bandits are said to have been 
recently paid in silver rests on the 
fact that even Carranza soldiers have 
been paid in paper money, their daily 
pay being the equivalent of about 4 
cents Aroserican gold. Only the most 
fortunate families in Mexico, it has 
been reported, have been able to pay 
for their supplies with silver coin 
and if the bandits are now being 
paid in metal it will seem like 
wealth for them, for which they 
might be willing to take any risk, 

Further reports of the exodus of 
Mexican families from Mexico to the 
United States came to the State De- 
partment today, one dispatch saying 
that members of the Carranza, Obre- 
gon, Trevino, Huerta and Madero 
families were now in San Antonio, 
Tex., and officials here could not 
trace the full meaning of what ap- 
pears to be an unusual desire to 
get out of Mexico just at this time.

Bandits are Defeated in a 
Skirmish at Babicora.

CHIHUAHUA CITY, Oct. 25 (via 
EI Paso Junction, Oct. 26.)—-An en- 
veloping movement by Carranza 
troops is now under way with Santa 
Isabel as the objective, it was an- 
nounced by Gen. Jacinto B. Trevino 
today. 

This movement has for its object 
the surrounding of the Villa forces 
in the vicinity of Santa Isabel, 


twenty-five miles southwest of here. 
Reports received by Gen. Trevino 
state that the field of the Villa op- 
erations gradually is being narrowed 
and confidence in the ultimate de- 
feat of the Villa forces is expected 
at military headquarters here. 

Gen. Trevino denied a shortage of 
ammunition at the Chihuahua gar- 
rison. He announced that he had 
received frequent shipments of am- 
munition from the Minister of War 
at Mexico City, and is now well sup- 
plied with all of the elements neces- 
sary for the campaign against Villa. 


OFFICIAL VERSION. 
(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE? 

EL PASO (ren) Oct. 26.— The 
first official version of the fighting at 
Santa Isabel and Palomas, west of 
Chihuahua City, between the forces 
of Gen. Carlos Ozuna and the com- 
mand of Francisco Villa, has been 
received here in El Democrata, the 
official publication of the Carranza 
overnment in Chihuahua City. The 
story of the fight, as given in El 
Democrata, locates the greater part 
of the fighting at Santa Isabel, 
twenty-five miles southwest of the 
State capital. The vanguard of Ges. 
Ozuna’s column left Chihuahva City 
last Friday, the article states. This 
vanguard proceeded to Santa Isabel, 
leaving a rear guard at Palomas, 
eighteen miles from Chihuahua City. 
The main column of Gen. Ozuna’s 
command did not leave Chihuahua 
City until Saturday morning, and the 
fighting was between the vanguard 
and the Villa forces, the article 


REAR-GUARD ATTACK. 

An attack was made on the rear 
guard, which had heen left at Pa- 
lomas at 4 o'clock Saturday morning. 
The rear guard marched, to Santa 
Isabel, the account states, where it 
joined the vanguard. During the 
fighting at Palomas, Martin Lope, 
ene of Villa's chiefs, was killed, the 
paper says. An attack was made by 
the Villa forces, upon the vanguard 
at Santa Isabel, the bandits being 
in command of Villa personally. The 
fight lasted two hours and, having 
received no reinforcements from the 
main column, the Carranza ccm- 
mander returned to Palomas, as VII- 
la was getting reinforcements hour- 
ly, the account asserts. 

At Palomas another group of ban- 
dits appeared and attacked the re- 
treating vanguard, which succeeded 
in breaking through, although pur- 
sued by the Villa troops to Salas, 
twelve miles from Chihuahua City. 
In the meantime, Gen. Ozuna's col- 
umn had proceeded on military 
traing to Fresno Saturday, where the 
main column detrained, the trains 
being sent back to Chihuahua City 
to prevent their capture, the official 
version continues. 

BANDITS REAPPEAR. 


The bandits appeared again at Pa- 
lomas and the retiring vanguard 
then joined the column at Fresno, 
being pursued by the bandit force.

A fight between Carranza troops 
and Villa bandits occurred at. Babi- 
cora, seventy-five miles south of 
Casas Grandes and fifteen miles west 
of Namiquipa, yesterday morning at 
9 o'clock, in which the Villa bandits 
were defeated and four prisoners 
taken, states a message received by 
Gen. Francisco Gonzales. Several

The skirmish occurred on the cat- 
tle ranch of Mrs. Phoebe Hearst 
and the bandits are believed to have 
been a part of the Villa force re- 
ported to be in the vicinity of 
Namiquipa. 

The bandits were in command of 
Maj. Juan Marrazo, who was cap- 
tured by the Carranza troops, to- 
gether with Capt. Perfecto Lopez 
and Privates Esteven Cruz and Ra- 
fael Aguilar, the message stated. 

It is probable that they will be 
tried by court-martial and executed 
in accordance with Gen. Carranza’s 
decree ordering all bandits to be put 
to death, it was announced in 
Juarez. 

Col. Maximo Marquez, the com- 
mander at Babicora, directed the 
Carranza troops during the fighting. 

“With Villa in the field as a mili- 
tary commander, the Carranza 
forces will be better able to cope 
with him than when he operated as 
a bandit with a small and mobile 
force of men in a country he knows 
perfectly,” said Andres Garcia, in- 
spector-genera] of Carranza consul- 
ates in the United States, today. 

Garcia also declared that he 
cou the . reliability of Gen.

During the year 
1915 and the early part of 1916 she gath- 
ered in an enormous fortune by Selling 
grain to the German Pmpire. 
This year the wheat crops of the British 
Empire failed and the allies began to ery 
for grain. The wheat experts of London 
are authority for the statement that, months 
before Rumania even talked of war, she 
closed immense contracts to deliver wheat 
to France. She was mixing the secret 
poison of treachery. 
When it looked as though the Teutonic 
powers were on their backs with the pack 
closing in upon them: when it looked as 
though every breath of Austria might be 
the last breath, Rumania peeked through 
the keyhole and, at what appeared to be 
the safest moment, burst into the war. 
Nations have, in the past, gone to war 
for many strange reasons; but Rumania 18 
the first nation in history to go to war in 
order to make delivery of fancy-priced 
wheat. 
To the unmeasured satisfaction of every- 
one, Rumania, in the language of the street, 
“got what was coming to her.” 
It is perhaps one of Fate’s most bitter 
ironies that Rumania’s most savage defeat 
should have come in the Dobrudja, which 
province she wrenched from Bulgaria after 
that country had worn herself out fighting 
the common enemy of the Balkan States. 
We, in America, can’t afford to “take 
sides.” We can only look on in pity. All 
we can do is to wait for the end and then 
do all we can to help the countries and the 
peoples who have been sbattered in the 
fighting. 
But our pity does not include paid as. 
sassins. 


FFECT OF THE WAR ON BUSINESS. 
Opinions differ as to the effect on our 

commercial and manufacturing industries 
of the termination of the war in Europe. 
John Barrett, director-general of the Pan- 
American Union, who has recently returned 
from Europe, said: 

“I went over to England to gau the 
effect of the European war on 4 — 
fean trade, and I return firmly convinced 
the United States will make a great mis- 
take if it counts upon any let-up on the 
part of merchants of England and France 
in their endeavor to maintain and increase 
their South American commerce. They are 
straining to retain their present trade in 
South America, and when war comes to an 
end their energies in that direction will be 
increased.” 
The Financial and Investment Chronicle 
of Milwaukee says, on the other hand. that 
business in the United States will not fall 
off as much after the war is over as many 
expect. It says: 
“Without assistance from outside Europe 
cannot immediately rehabilitate itself, and 
this nation is practically the only market 
to which Europe can go for its supplies. It 
will be many years before Burope fully re- 
covers its former trade position, and in the 
meantime there is good reason to conclude 
that there must be a continuous demand for 
American-made goods, American-made ma- 
chinery and for oer raw materials in great 
quantity.” 
Time will tell which is right.
